BUNYAN BEFORE HIS JUDGES. 
From “ Mary Bunyan, the Dreamer’s Blind Daughter.” 


It is a cold, piercing morning in January, 1661. Everything in Bed- 
ford is astir betimes, for it is the meeting of the Quarter Sessions, and it 
has been noised throughout the whole country that Bunyan is to be tried 
that day. Friends and foes are eager to hear his defence, for his fame 
has gone to every hamlet and farm-station, and awakened in every 
breast a desire to hear the man who had so nobly withstood the Justice 
and “ That right Judas.” 

The court-room is a scene of eager expectancy. The crowd is partly 
assembled. The prisoner is expected every moment. The Justices, 
seated in all their consequential dignity, prepared to enter with zest on 
the work before them. There are tive of them—Keeling, Blundale, 
Leechir, Chester, and Snagg. Little do they think, vain, insolent min- 
ions of a tyrant King, that the prisoner, whom they now await with 
chafed indignation, is togand down their names to posterity covered 
with opprobrium! That this day’s proceedings is to fix upon them ever- 
lastiug disgrace !—to enter them as “7ed-letter names forever, in the 
Almanac of Persecution.” 

The felon is brought in by the Jailer and placed in the prisoner’s box. 
All attention is dizected to him. He bears himself calmly and unmoved. 
No earthly hand is there to support him, But he finds support; he is 
leaning on the Arm Omnipotent. 

They bid him rise up. He stands; his eyes fixed unwaveringly on 
his Judges. The indictment is produced. The clerk of the Sessions 
rises and reads it. 

“John Bunyan, of the town of Bedford, laborer, doth devilishly and 
perniciously abstain from coming to church to hear divine service, and 
is a common upholder of several unlawful.meetings and conventicles, to 
the great disturbance and distraction of the good subjects of this king- 
dom, contrary to the laws of our sovereign Lord, the King.” 

The Clerk pauses for a moment, and looks the prisoner steadily in 
the face. The Jook is met by one equally as fixed. 

“ Prisoner, What say youto this?” he asks ina voice which indicates 
his rage and contempt. 

The prisoner answers calmly and unflinchingly : 

* As to the first part of it, | am a common frequenter of the church 
of God. And I am, also, by grace, a member of the people, over whom 
Christ is the head.” 

The blood mounts to the face of Justice Keeling, who acts as Judge 
on the occasion. He is enraged that a prisoner, and he a tinker, should 
dare thus to reply in the presence of the officers of the crown, Ile is a 
dark vindictive man. The thirst for blood is in his heart, and he is 
ready at all times to deal vengeance upon those who dare to oppose the 
civil laws of which he is the insolent representative. 

Assuming such importance as he can, he addresses the prisoner im- 
peratively. 

* Do you come to church, you know what I mean—to the parish 
church—to hear divine service ?” 

“* No, I do not,” is the firm reply. 

“ And why don’t you?” asks the insolent Judge (his face burns with 
anger as he speaks). 

* Because I cannot find it commanded in the word of God,” answers 
the noble confessor right boldly. 

“We are commanded to pray.” 

** But not by the common prayer-book.” 

“ How then, will you tell me, you insolent one?” 

“With the spirit. As the apostle saith, ‘I will pray with the spirit 
and the understanding.’ ” 

“ Well, we can pray with the spirit and with the understanding, and 
with the common prayer-book too,” and the Judge stamps his foot with 
rage. 
“The prayers in the common prayer-book are such as are made by 
other men, and not by the motion of the Holy Ghost within our hearts. 
The apostle saith he will pray with the spirit and the understanding, 
and not with the common prayer-book.” 

Well done, thou noble defender of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus! 
Stand firm and contend for thy faith, though the odds be against you. 
Fear not what man can do. He, who holds the scale of Justice in his 
own hand, will himself mete out your reward. Put thy trast in God; 
so shalt thou inherit the land, and possess the holy mountain. The Lord 
hath spoken it. 

“ What do you count prayer?” questions Justice Chester, rising from 
his seat, and chafing under Bunyan’s calm collected answers. * Do you 


think it is to say a few words over before, or among, a people ?” 

“No, not so, sir; men may have many elegant, yea, excellent words, 
and yet not pray at all.” 

“ But how do we know that you do not write out your prayers first, 











* 
and then read them afterwards to the people?” asks Justice Blundale, 
derisively. This is a hard-hearted, narrow-minded bigot, who “ could 
cudgel Non-conformists as well as question, insult, and fine them.” To 
this jeering, scornful question, Bunyan calmly answers: 

“It is no use, sir, to take a pen and paper and write a few words 
thereon, and then go and read it over to a company of people.” 

** But how shall we know this?” 

“ Sir, it is none of our custom,” 

Then says Keeling— 

* But it is lawful,to use the common prayer-book and such like 

forms, for Christ taught his disciples to pray, as John, also, taught his 
disciples. Cannot one man teach another to pray? Faith comes by 
hearing, and one man may convince another of sin ; and therefore 
prayers made by men and read over are good to teach and help men to 
pray.” 
“ But, sir, the scripture saith, ‘ that it is the Spirit that helpeth our 
infirmities, for we know not what we should pray for as we ought, but 
the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with groanings that cannot 
be uttered.’ Mark, it doth not say the common prayer-book teacheth 
us how to pray, but the Spirit. And ‘it is the Spirit that helpeth our 
infirmities,’ saith the apostle; he doth not say it is the common prayer- 
book. And as to the Lord’s prayer, although it be an easy thing to say 
‘Our Father, ete., with the mouth, yet there are very few that can, in 
the spirit, say the two first words in that prayer, that is, can call God 
their father as knowing what it is to be born again, and as havingexpe- 
rience that they are begotten of the Spirit of God, which if they do not, 
fll is but babbling.” 

“This isa truth. But what have you against the common prayer- 
book ?” asks the Judge warmly. 

“Tf you will hear me, sir, 1 will lay down my reasons against it.” 

“You shall have liberty. But first I will give you one caution. 
Take heed of speaking irreverently of the common prayer-book; for if 
you do, you will bring great damage upon yourself.” 

“My first reason, sir, is, that it is not commanded in the word of God, 
and therefore [cannot tise it.” 

“ And where do you find it commanded in the Scripture that you 
shall#go to Elstow or to Bedford, and yet it is lawful for you to go to 
either of them, is it not?” asks Justice Snagg, rising to his feet, and 
looking scornfully on the prisoner. 

“To go to Elstow or to Bedford is a civil thing and not material, 
though not commanded. But to pray is a part of the divine worship of 
God, and it ought, therefore, to be done according to the rule of God’s 
word.” 

“ He will do harm, he will do harm ;Jet him speak no_further! ” ex- 
claims Chester, in a loud voice. 

But Judge Keeling interrupts. 

“No, no, never tear him; we are better established than that; he 
can do no harm; we know the common prayer-book hath been ever 
since the Apostles’ time, and it is lawful for itto be used in the church.” 

But the defender wauts a higher authority than that, so he de- 
mands— 

“Show me the place in the epistles where the common prayer-book 
is written, or one of scripture that commands me to read it. Notwith- 
standing, they that have a mind to use it have their liberty, [ would not 
keep them from it. But for our parts, we can pray to God without it, 
blessed be his name.” 

“ Who is your God, Beelzebub? You seem possessed of the spirit of 
delusion and of the devil,” and Justice Leechir shakes his head in the 
madness of his rage. The prisoner regards him withasteady, firm look, 
but answers not to his vile accusations. 

“ Blessed be the Lord,” he says, when their words are over, “ we 
are encouraged to meet together and to pray, and to exhort one another, 
for we have had the comfortable presence of God among us, forever 
blessed be his holy name.” 

“All this is pedlar’s French! leave off your canting,” and Judge 
Keeling, no longer able to contain himself, starts from his seat, and 
shakes his head menacingly at the prisoner. 

“By what authority do you preach? You have no right to do it!” 
he exclaims in the same infuriated tone. 

“I can prove to you, sir, if you will but hear me, that it is Zawful for 
me, and such as I am, to preach the word of God.” 

“ By what scripture, tell me ?” 

“ By that in the first Epistle of Peter, the fourth chapter and eleventh 
verse, and Acts, the eighteenth chapter, with other scriptures, and "-— 

“Hold, hold! not so many! Which is the first?” asks the Judge in 
a low voice. 

“Tt is this,” replies the prisoner calmly. ‘As every man hath re- 
ceived the gift, even so let him minister the same unto another, as good 
stewards of the manifold grace of God; if any man speak, let him speak 
as the oracles of God,” 

* Hold there; let me explain that scripture to you. ‘As every man 
hath received the gift,’ that, I say, as every man hath received a trade, 
sv Jet him follow it. Ifany man hath received the gift of tinkering, as 
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thou hast done, let him follow his tinkering, and so other men their 
trades, and the Divine his calling.” 

* Nay, sir, but it is most clear that the apostles speak here of preach- 
ing the word; if you do but compare both the verses together, the next 
verse explains this gift, what it is, saying, ‘If any man speak, let him 
speak as the oracles of God.’ So that it is plain that the Holy Ghost 
doth not so much in this place exhort to civil callings, as to the exercise 
of those gifts that we have reeeived from God.” 

“This you may do in your family, but nowhere else.” 

“But, sir, ifit is lawful to do good to some, is it not lawful to do 
good to more? Ifit is a good duty to exhort our families, it is good to 
exhort others. But, sir, if you hold it asin to meet together to seek the 
face of God and to exhort one another to follow Christ, then I shall siz 
still, for so I shall do,” and the man of God looks the infuriate Justices 
steadfastly in the face. 

“ Told, hold! I will not dispute with you. We cannot wait on you 
any longer. You confess to the indictment, do you?” 

“This I confess: We have had many meetings together, both to pray 
to God and to exhort one another; and we have had the sweet, com- 
forting presence of the Lord among us for encouragement, blessed be his 
name; therefore I confess myself guilty, and not otherwise. And” 

“Stop, stop,” exclaims the judge, “ you confess yourself guilt y, do 
you? Then hear your judgment: You must be had back again to pri-on, 
and there lie for three months following; and at three months’ end if 
you do not submit to go to church to hear divine service, and leave your 
preaching, you must be banished the realm ; and if, after such a day as 
shall be appointed you to be gone, you shall be found in this realm, or 
be found to be come over again without special license from the King, 
you must stretch by the neck for it, 1 tell you plainly.” 

The prisoner looks the Judge unflinchingly in the face, as he an- 
swers : 

“ As to this matter, sir, 1am ata point with you, for if I were out 
of prison"to-day, by the help of God I would preach the gospel again to- 
morrow hag 

“ Away with him, away with him!” vociferates the Judge, and the 
Justices join in the ery. “ Away with him, away with him!” The Jailer 
seizes upon him and hurries him to the jail. 

Well done, thou good and noble confessor! Thou zealous contender 
for the faith, great shall be thy reward when the Lord God shall come 
tomake up his jewels. Thou hast berne good testimony before men, 
and thou shalt stand approved of Him before men and angels at the 
great day of final accounts. Oh, that thy spirit were now in every Chris- 
tian bosom! Then should one chase a thousand, and two put ten thou- 
sand to flight. Then should Zion awake to put on her strength, and 
“go forth conquering and to conquer.” 

Oh, spirit of the living God, breathe upon the children of the Most 
High! quicken them from their stupor and death, that they may gird on 
the whole gospel armor, and go forth to fight valiantly the battles of the 
everlasting God! 
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ProrosepD Tax on KnowtepGe.—The very objectionable Tariff bill which, 
to the great discredit of the House of Representatives, has passed that body, 
among its other ill-considered provisions imposes a most enormous tax on 
books. The atrocity of this provision is well exposed in the following article, 
which first appeared in the Providence Journal, and is said to be from the 
pen of a gentleman perfectly well acquainted with the book trade. It comes 
to us with some additions, but whether from the same hand or not we cannot 
say. At all events, we adopt its statements and animadversions, and hope 
they will meet with the attention they deserve in the Senate, which now has 
this bill before it.—Zvening Post. 

“TxrorEasep Duty Provosep on Booxs.—Literary men and the buyers of 
books do not seem to be aware that the new Tariff bill which has passed the 
Ilouse of Representatives, and which is now pending in the Senate of the 
United States, lays a heavy duty upon books, being a very considerable in- 
crease upon the present duty. We are surprised that no movement has been 
made by literary men to arrest this most injurious measure, which could only 
have been proposed by parties engaged in reprinting English books. It could 
not have originated with those who print American books, unless their desire 
is to inerease the cost of English printed books, and, in a measure, compel 
readers to buy only those issued by American publishers. This, however, we 
do not believe, and must charge this attempted scheme to prevent the diffu- 
sion of knowledge to interested parties. 

‘The facts in the case are simply these: The present duty on English 
books is eight per cent. ad valorem. The duty under the proposed tariff is 
fi‘teen cents a pound weight. Now, to the uninitiated in book-eraft the dif- 
ference may not be apparent, although, as we shall show, on most books im- 
ported it will be an increased duty of more than one hundred per cent. 
Take, for instanee, a common size octavo volume, weighing two pounds, which 
costs one dollar and a half. The duty on this at eight per cent. would be 
twelve cents. Now, the same volume by the new tariff of fifteen cents the 
pound weight would pay a duty of thirty cents, or more than double the 





present duty; or take the Encyclopedia Britannica—I suppose this now costs 
$3 50 a volume in London, and consequently pays a duty of twenty-eight 
cents; supposing the volumes to weigh nine pounds, the duty as proposed 
will be $1 35 a volume, or $28 35 for the twenty-one volumes, And it will 
be noticed that this is a work greatly needed by our scholars and libraries, 
and which no American publisher would think of reprinting. 

‘Take, again, the popular series of the London books, known as Bohn’s 
Standard Library, of which thousands are annually imported ; indeed, we 
may add that more copies of these books are imported than any others. They 
average about one pound weight each, and cost, in the very large quantities in 
which they are produced, about sixty-two and a half cents a volume, and 
pay a duty of six and a quarter cents. By the new tariff the duty is fifteen 
cents, or about one hundred and fifty per cent. inerease on the present duty. 

«These instances present a fair average of modern London books imported 
into the United States, and which will be affected by the new tariff. On 
high-priced books there is little difference between the two tariffs. For in- 
stance, a London book weighing three pounds, and costing 85, now pays fifty 
cents duty. By the new tariff this would pay forty-five cents, 

“The new tariff also proposes to admit free of duty all books printed 
more than thirty years prior to the date of their importation, This is very 
well, although it would be better to make it ten years. But to double the 
present duty on books merely to protect two or three large publishing houses 
is an outrage to literary men that should not pass unnoticed. 

“ Under the present tariff the whole amount of English books exported from 
England to this country annually is, by the government returns, a little over 
five hundred thousand pounds sterling in value, for the supply of this vast 
country; and even of this amount probably a quarter consists of special im- 
portations for libraries and scarce old books. ‘The annual productions of the 
printing and publishing business here eannot be less than twenty-five millions 
of dollars per annum, and is very likely much more, so that any idea of pro- 
tection being needed for it is out of the question, while, as a measure of rev- 
enue, the charge proposed would be quite destructive even of the amount 
now received for duties.” 


Dr. Haves 1x Exctanp.—Two editions of “The Arctic Boat Journey,” b 
Dr. Hayes, have been published in England—one by Sampson Low, Son & 
Co., and one by Bentley, of London, the latter being edited, with an intro- 
duction and notes, by Dr. Norton Shaw. The Atheneum, which rarely praises 
an American book, says the work is “ full of thrilling interest, so full that we 
could not lay it down until we had read it through. It is a well written 
narrative of terrible privations and sufferings, borne with a fortitude and 
patient endurance, which may have been equalled, but certainly never sur- 
passed.” After devoting four columns to the volume, the Atheneum thus 
speaks of the author: “ Dr. Hayes’s most interesting and well written narra- 
tive shows that he is fully entitled to take rank with the most intrepid and 
heroie Arctic voyagers.”—Boston Transcript. 


Among the arrivals by the steamer Adriatic was Fletcher Harper, Esq., 
of the publishing house of Harper & Brothers. Mr. H., accompanied by his 
wife, have been absent since October last, and, during their tour, visited 
most of the European countries, spent some weeks in Egypt, had a good time 
in Jerusalem, took a little bit of Smyrna, a large amount of Rome, any quantity 
of London and Paris, and, of course, ought now to be able to talk Nile-boat, 
camel, tent, chibouk, Arab, muezzin, Allah! and all that Eastern sort of 
thing, with the fluency and abandon of a Stephens or Taylor. The observa- 
tions and memories of so shrewd and practical an observer cannot fail to 
prove a fund of entertainment to those who may be fortunate enough to in- 
duce him to reveal. I scarcely need add that a hearty welcome home has 
been extended to him by his many friends among the authors, editors, artists, 
and clever people of this metropolis —Cor. Phil. Press. 


Tne Tnornpike Lisnary.—The auction sale of this library was finished on 
Saturday, and when the last lot was knocked off, the auctioneer, Mr, Wil- 
liam C. Otis, was greeted with hearty applause from his audience, for the 
honorable and spirited manner in which he had conducted this his first book 
sale. Each day’s sale was attended by a large and experienced company of 
book buyers. Some of the books brought large prices. Sterling’s Annals of 
Artists of Spain, 8 vols. 8vo., brought $34 50; Smith’s Catalogue Raisonné, 
9 vols., 8vo., $67 50; Boydell’s Shakspeare, plates, folio, $21; Mionnet’s

They are published in the present form at the instance of those 
for whose entertainment they were originally penned, and others of the au- 
thor’s friends, in the belief that from their familiar style, and frequent mi- 
nuteness of detail (and they claim no higher merit), they will be acceptable to 
the public, even in this day of travel, and books of travel It is hardly ne- 
cessary to state that they do not profess to treat of all the notable places and 
objects between the leaden dome of St. Paul’s and the golden minarets of St. 
Sophia, nor yet of all that came within scope of the author’s recorded obser- 
vation, but simply of some of such as in his humble judgment will -be mest 
likely to interest the general reader.” 

J. B. Lirrrycorr & Co. have got out ‘‘ Woman’s Home Book of Health: a 
Work for Mothers and for Families, on a plan New, Safe ana Efficient ; show- 
ing in plain language how Disease may be prevented and cured without the 
use of dangerous remedies,” by Jno. Stainbach Wilson, M.D., of Columbus, 
Ga., editor of the “Health Department” of * Godey’s Lady’s Book,” who 
says: “ This book differs widely from the Private Medical Companions, the 
Mother’s Guides, the Woman’s Friends, and such like, which have been so 
freely scattered over the country of late years, with a view of coining guilty 
gain from some worihless nostrum, or some equally worthless and demoraliz- 
ing secret. We would not make any invidious comparisons; but truth, and 
the cause of sound morals, constrain us to say that the main object of many 
medical books for the people is to cater to a corrupt taste, and to minister to 
a prurient curiosity, and thus to secure a large sale. This erying evil, this 
almost unpardonable wickedness, we have religiously endeavored to avoid 
The delicate subjects necessarily embraced in a work of this kind are treated 
with the utmost regard for decency and propriety, while all useless and non- 
essential revelations are excluded.” 

A. 8. Barnes & Burr favor us with a copy of the “Elements of Analyt- 
ical Geometry, and of the Differential and Integral Calculus,” by Charles 
Davies, LL. D., Professor of Higher Mathematics, Columbia College. The 
author observes in his Preface: “The method invented by Descartes, of rep- 
resenting all the parts of a geometrical magnitude by a single equation, has 
wrought an entire change in the mathematical and physical sciences. Before 
his time, the Measures of the Geometrical Magnitudes were alone subjected 
to the processes of Algebra. Te extended the analysis to the determination 
of their positions and forms. By this happy invention, modes of investiga- 
tion at once difficult and disconnected, and dependent for suecess, in each 
particular case, on the skill and ingenuity of the inquirer, and often on acci- 
dent, are reduced to a simple and uniform process. The great work of La 
Place, is the legitimate fruit of this discovery. ere all the formulas neces 
sary for determining the positions and motions of the bodies of the solar sys- 
tem, are deduced from the single law of gravitation, and expressed in gen- 
eral equations. The first edition of the Analytical Geometry was published 
in 1886. It was designed, specially, for the pupils of the Military Academy, 
and in its construction, little attention was paid to the supposed wants of 
other Institutions. It is now presented to the public under a different form, 
and designed to fill a very different place. In 1836, the study of Mathemat- 
ics, and especially in the higher branches, was limited, comparatively, to a 
few Institutions of the higher grade. Now, it is pursued in all our Colleges, 
and in many of our Academies and [igh Schools, It forms a part, and in- 
deed an important part, of our system of Public Instruction. To prepare a 
work that shall cultivate this growing taste for mathematical science, in one 
of its most attractive departments—not too-large for general use, and yet 
containing all the great principles, rightly srranged and properly discussed— 
has been attended with some difficulties. How far they have been overcome, 
the public will judge. The present work is supposed to contain all that is 
necessary to the general student. The Table of Contents indicates the sub- 
jects, and the order in which they are treated.” 

Rosert Carter & Broturrs have just issued the “ Letters of Hannah More 
to Zachary Macaulay, Esq. ; containing Notices of Lord Macauiay’s Youth,” 
edited and arranged by Arthur Roberts, M.A., Rector of Woodrising, Norfolk. 
The editor remarks: ‘ The following series of letters are among those which 
were omitted by my late lamented father, when he published his ‘ Memoir of 
the Life and Correspondence of Mrs. Hannah More.’ He had then a large 
accumulation to select from, and the difficulty of selection was not little. It 
was obviously impossible to publish all, even of those which had an equal 
claim to meet the public eye. And there was a difficulty, too, arising out of 
circumstances which are strikingly expressed by Beza as occurring to him- 
self when he was editing the letters of the great Reformer of Geneva. He 
observes, that it is no easy task, in the publication of writings of this nature, 
to consult the profit of the public without offence to private individuals, and 
the difficulty is enhanced no little when the correspondence has been evi- 
dently confidential, and when the writer has been one of those free and open 
characters who are accustomed to pour out their bosoms to their friends with 
little caution or reserve. The reader will readily perceive that some of the 
letters here presented to his eye are such as could not well have seen the 
light whilst the distinguished man who is so frequently and familiarly alluded 
to was still among the living. But his lamented death has taken off the seal 
of privacy under which they must have otherwise remained. And as they 
contain no anecdotes but what are pleasing, and no allusions but what are 
creditable to his memory, it seems unadvisable, and scarcely indeed justifi- 
able, to withhold them any longer from the public.”

I wish particularly to ac- 
knowledge my indebtedness to Sir W. Hamilton, to whom I am under obli- 
gations far beyond what is implied in the number of Gireet quotations from 
his works, and to whom I might have been under still greater obligations, 
had not this treatise been virtually completed before the publication of his 
excellent Lectures on Metaphysies.” “ Ilome and College. a Public Address 
delivered in the ILail of the Massachusetts House of Representatives, March 
8, 1860,” is by F. D. Iluntington, Preacher to the University, and Plummer 
Professor of Christian Morals in Harvard College.
